BACKGROUND OF THE INVENTION 

I. FIELD OF T HE INVENT IO N 

The present invention relates generally to display devices 
implementing Field Emission Display (FED) technology. More specifically, 
the invention relates to a method for increasing the emission current of the 
current emitters of a Field Emission Display (FED). 

II. DESCRIP TION OF THE R ELA T E D ART 
Until recendy, the cathode ray tube ("CRT") had been the primary 

device for displaying information. While having sufficient display 
characteristics with respect to color, brightness, contrast, and resolution, 
CRT's are relatively bulky and consume large amounts of power. In view of 
the advent of portable laptop computers, the demand has intensified for a 
display technology which is light-weight, compact, and power efficient. 

One available technology is flat panel displays, and more particularly, 
Liquid Crystal Display ("LCD") devices. LCDs are currendy used for laptop 
computers. However, these LCD devices provide poor contrast in 
comparison to CRT technology. Further, LCDs offer only a limited angular 
display range. Moreover, color LCD devices consume power at rates 
incompatible with extended battery operation. Lasdy, a color LCD type 
screen tends to be far more cosdy than an equivalent CRT. 

FED technology has recendy come into favor as one technology for
